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Proposal 
to reopen 
street as 
main route 

PLANS to revamp a run¬ 
down area of Dudley town 
centre have been revealed as 
part of a multi-million 
pound regeneration blue¬ 
print. 

King Street could be 
reopened as a main com¬ 
muter route through the 
town after being converted 
into a bus lane about five 
years ago. 

The council has started a 
search for tenants for the 
empty shops along the road, 
which stretches across the 
town alongside the High 
Street. 

The authority has also 
vowed to refurbish the 
frontages of the vacant 
units. It comes as a £550,000 
project to refurbish council 
offices in King Street begins 
with staff set to move in over 
the summer. 

More than 150 staff from 
the human resources 
department will move into 
Regent House as a number 
of council offices across the 
town are shut. 

The decision to close part 
of King Street to traffic 
proved controversial and led 
to fears that the area would 
become abandoned. 

Under the new plans the 
road would be open to all 
traffic in a bid to attract 
more people to that part of 
the town. Council chiefs 
believe it would also make 
driving around the town eas¬ 
ier and improve access to the 
centre. 

Figures on 
repossession 

MORE than 3,900 families 
faced losing their homes in 
the Black Country and 
Staffordshire last year, lat¬ 
est Government figures 
reveal. 

The highest numbers of 
people taken to court by 
mortgage lenders or land¬ 
lords were in Walsall and 
Wolverhampton. Figures 
released by the Ministry for 
Justice show in Dudley, 405 
mortgage and 535 landlord 
repossession orders were 
made and in Staffordshire 
350 were granted.

Robbers use 
hammer to 
attack van 

HAMMER-wielding robbers on a scram¬ 
bler motorbike injured a security van driver 
as they snatched a cash box at a busy Dud¬ 
ley petrol station. 

Police, who are appealing for witnesses to 
the robbery in Woodsetton, described it as a 
“nasty” attack. The two masked men pulled 
up at the Total garage at 9.30am on Mon¬ 
day. 

The pair demanded the box from the cash- 
in-transit delivery driver and tried to force 
open the door of the van during the attack 
in Sedgley Road. The 34-year-old driver’s 
foot was injured in the struggle as he tried 
to lock the vehicle. 

One of the men smashed the van’s side 
window with a hammer before grabbing the 
cash box and riding off on the bike along 
Bramford Drive. 

Witnesses have reported seeing red 
smoke as they drove off, which may have 
been coming from a security device used to 
mark notes as a cash box is forced open. 

Police are not revealing the amount 
stolen but said it was a “substantial quan¬ 
tity of cash.” 

Det Sgt Mick Greenland, from West Mid¬ 
lands Police CID, said: “This was a deter¬ 
mined and nasty attack on the cash delivery 
driver. Anyone with information can call 
Force CID at Smethwick Police Station on 
101. Security Plus declined to comment. 


The group has been performing for 34 
years but some members fear they may 
not be able to continue with the choir if the 
vandal attacks continue. 

Windows of cars parked near the club 
were smashed while other vehicles had 
wing mirrors ripped off by youths on Feb¬ 
ruary 8. Hundreds of pounds of damage 
was caused. 

Practise sessions at the club have now 
been cancelled over fears of further 
attacks. 

Around 40 singers are members of the 
group which has raised more than 
£100,000 for charity while performing 
over the decades. 

Peter Guest, aged 72, whose wife Freda, 
71, is a member of the choir, said the van¬ 
dalism had happened for several weeks 
with cars also being scratched. 

Frightening 

“It is very frightening for them - it is 
very sad because over 34 years they have 
raised a considerable amount of money for 
charity,” he said. 

“This caused the choir to cancel their 
normal practice until further notice, until 
a new venue is found. 

“A few members are seriously consider¬ 
ing whether they can afford to remain part 
of the choir if this vandalism continues.” 

Another member of the choir, who did 
not want to be named, said: “We do not 
want to disband - not with the thought 
that children have forced us to do that.” 

West Midlands Police said they are 
investigating the vandalism and would be 
stepping up patrols. 

Spokesman Lee Page said: “We will be 
meeting with the members of the club to 
discuss crime prevention and security 
measures which can be taken and also to 
reassure them about our ongoing efforts to 
reduce anti-social behaviour in the area.” 


A FIRST-TIME marathon runner from 
Dudley is preparing to put her training to 
the test in the hope of helping a charity. 

Sarah Oakley, an administration assis¬ 
tant at Dudley Council, first put on her run¬ 
ning shoes in June last year. 

Now the 37-year-old is gearing up to 
tackle the London Marathon in aid of Can¬ 
cer Research UK on April 22.

Millions to 
be spent 
on council 
housing 

MILLIONS of pounds will 
be spent fitting energy effi¬ 
cient heating systems, new 
kitchens and bathrooms at 
council houses across Dud¬ 
ley. 

The council has 
announced a programme of 
improvements for hundreds 
of properties over the next 
five years. 

Under the plans around 
£8million will be spent 
replacing 750 electric stor¬ 
age heating systems gas 
ones. 

Central heating will be 
installed in 600 homes while 
800 boilers will be upgraded 
or replaced. 

Workers will also be 
replacing around 3,500 
kitchens or bathrooms in a 
£12m programme of inter¬ 
nal improvements. 

It includes replacing more 
than £4m of windows with 
modern, energy efficient 
double glazed units each 
year between 2012/13 and 
2016/17. 

Around £13m will be 
spent adapting houses for 
people with disabilities over 
the next five years. 

The council has also 
included in the budget 
around £55m of improve¬ 
ments in empty properties to 
ensure they can be relet. 

A report detailing the 
work in the council’s Dudley 
Housing Capital Pro¬ 
gramme has been drawn up 
and will go before members 
at a meeting on Monday. 

Delight as 
cutting back 

RESIDENTS say they are 
delighted after Dudley 
Council said it would cut 
grass verges left overgrown 
for a year as the authority 
tried to save £30,000. 

The council upset families 
last summer when it 
stopped cutting grass on all 
steep banks. But it has now 
said it will start cutting the 
verges again in April. 

Council transport chief 
Patrick Harley said the cash 
would come from extra sav¬ 
ings. 
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Man may have lain dead for months 


A RECLUSIVE former grocer may 
have lain dead at his Black Country 
home for months, an inquest heard. 

Michael Truby was found by 
police officers at his address in 
Mount Road, Halesowen, on Decem¬ 
ber 19. 

They were called in by neighbours 
who were concerned they had not 
seen the 78-year-old in some time. 
Smethwick Coroners Court last 


week was told Mr Truby’s body was 
heavily decomposed and a calendar 
on the wall had not been changed 
since the end of July. 

Letters, some of them dating back 
to July or August, were found piled 
up behind the front door when 
police entered the house. 

A bottle of medication, also dated 
July and believed to be the last Mr 
Truby collected, was also discovered. 


Black Country coroner Robin Bal¬ 
main recorded a verdict of death by 
natural causes - despite the decom¬ 
position of the body making it 
impossible for a clear cause of death 
to be found. 

Mr Balmain was told a post 
mortem revealed Mr Truby’s heart 
to be enlarged. 

He had diabetes and suffered 
from cardiac problems. 


Pc Peter Harrison told the inquest 
there were no signs the property 
had been broken into and nothing 
visible which would have caused Mr 
Truby harm. 

Mr Truby’s cousin Sally Jones 
said her relation had been eccentric 
and chose to live as a recluse. 

She added Mr Truby had even 
refused to have a telephone fitted at 
his home.

Engineering 
industry is 
in need of 
new blood 

THE NEW president of the 
region’s Chamber of Com¬ 
merce says more engineer¬ 
ing graduates are needed to 
fill a shortfall in the Black 
Country’s manufacturing 
industry. 

Cradley Heath solicitor 
Paul Bennett, who will take 
up the post in April, says 
firms are struggling to 
replace retiring skilled 
workers. 

He believes more training 
courses should be made 
available to teach students 
these vital skills and 
believes the creation of Uni¬ 
versity Technical Colleges 
could be the way forward. 

“Talking to our members, 
they are keen to recruit and 
invest,” said Mr Bennett. 

“The challenge is to try to 
attract people, particularly 
the significant number of 
young people that are 
unemployed, into manufac¬ 
turing and engineering. 

“The biggest challenge I 
think for this area is to 
ensure we do not skip a gen¬ 
eration or a number of gen¬ 
erations in terms of their 
opportunities to work.” 

Mr Bennett, who is a sen¬ 
ior partner at George Green 
Solicitors and is Dudley 
chamber president, has 
been out to visit colleges in 
the area to see the work 
they are doing with stu¬ 
dents. 


West Midlands Police’s 
Chief Constable Chris Sims 
said moves to shut Dudley, 
Halesowen, Stourbridge, 
Wednesfield and Bloxwich at 
night would allow officers to 
be released from control 
room duties to the streets. 

Front offices of stations 
are underused and the force 
needs to develop new ways 
of communicating, said Mr 
Sims. 

Bloxwich is the only sta¬ 
tion of the five that will open 
slightly longer than the oth¬ 
ers following a public consul¬ 
tation. 

Mr Sims said: “We’ve 
modified some decisions 
made in terms of opening 
hours to fit to the feedback 
we have had. 

“They’re not major 
changes but on a local level 
people will see them as sig¬ 
nificant. A big part of the 
reason for doing this is it 
allows us to release officers 
on to patrol more quickly. 
That will be at least 25 offi¬ 
cers. I think it is a reason¬ 
able compromise. 

Future 

“We can say we’re not 
going to go back onto this 
issue in the future but in the 
longer term we will be look¬ 
ing at the estate more gener¬ 
ally. 

“As people’s lifestyles 
change, police stations are 
not necessarily what people 
think about. We need think 
about how we contact people 
rather than getting com¬ 
pletely hooked on the open¬ 
ing times of a building.” 

Officers on control room 
duties will be freed for front¬ 
line duties when the changes 
come into effect. Their roles 
will be filled by front office 
staff. The force had planned 
to shut 12 stations between 
6pm to 10am each day.

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Freetown 
parking 
ruled out 

FREE parking has been 
ruled out as a solution to 
Dudley’s problems by 
council leader Les Jones. 

It comes after the town 
was named the worst in the 
country for empty shops - 
with 29 per cent unused. 

Traders have campaigned 
for years for free parking to 
attract more customers. 

But Councillor Jones said 
there was “no quick fix” and 
the authority would not con¬ 
sider abolishing charges at 
some car parks. 

Some 55 new on-street 
spaces have already been 
created by getting rid of 
double yellow lines. 

Councillor Jones said: 
“Free parking is not a 
panacea and there is no 
quick fix. 

“We feel that short-term 
on-street free parking is the 
way forward as car parks 
cost money to run. 

“If you have quality 
attractions and parking 
spaces then people will 
come.” 

Alan Caswell, who runs 
the Arcade Toy Shop in the 
Fountain Arcade, has cam¬ 
paigned for better parking 
facilities in the town. 

He said: “We need to get 
more people visiting the 
town - and the way to do 
that is either free parking or 
improved facilities.”

Battling councillor loses fight to cancer

Councillor Margaret 
Cowell 


A COUNCILLOR who carried on 
serving her local community 
throughout an eight-year battle 
with cancer has died. 

Margaret Cowell, aged 72, who 
represented Wollaston and Stour¬ 
bridge Town on Dudley Council, 
died at Himley Mill Nursing Home, 
School Road, Himley. Her daughter, 
Jackie, and sons, Adrian and Phil, 
were at her bedside. 

Conservative Councillor Mrs 
Cowell, who was also a stepmother 
of two and grandmother of three, 
was diagnosed with breast cancer 


soon after winning her seat in 2003. 

Despite undergoing radiotherapy 
and surgery, she carried on working 
as a councillor and won two more 
elections. 

She discovered, just over a year 
ago, that the disease had spread to 
her brain but she battled through 
her treatment to victory in the May 
elections - when daughter Jackie, a 
Labour campaigner, won her first 
council seat, Quarry Bank and 
Dudley Wood. 

Jackie, aged 41, said: “She never 
let her illness interfere with the 


work she did - it helped to keep her 
going.” 

Councillor Cowell, of Park Road 
West, Wollaston, was born in 
Kingswinford and used to be an 
administrator for West Midlands 
Travel. 

Her husband, Doug, died aged 93, 
soon after she discovered that her 
cancer had spread to her brain. 

Dudley Council leader Les Jones 
paid tribute to Councillor Cowell. 
He said: “She was a very well 
respected and loyal councillor. She 
will be missed by us as well as the 


community she served.” Councillor 
Jones said the start of the borough’s 
doorstep collections of plastics and 
cardboard for recycling would be a 
legacy of Councillor Cowell. 

She chaired the environmental 
committee that developed the plans. 

Stourbridge MP Margot James 
said: “Margaret bore her illness with 
such bravery and dignity and she 
served the people of Wollaston and 
Stourbridge town exceptionally well 
over the years.” 

The date of her funeral has yet to 
be arranged. 


Speed cameras could be an 
option at accident Mackspot 


SPEED cameras could be installed in a bid to 
improve safety on a road labelled one of the 
worst accident blackspots in the region. Calls 
have been made for years for action on 
Dudley Southern Bypass, which is used by 
thousands every day. ■ by Adam Burling 
The council is now 


working with officers from 
West Midlands Police to see 
what measures need to be 
taken to improve the safety 
of the road. 

Data from the West Mid¬ 
lands Casualty Reduction 
Scheme has revealed in 
Dudley there were a total 
of 508 crashes with four 
fatalities between June 
2010 and last May. 

The Dudley Southern 
Bypass, also known as 
Duncan Edwards Way, 
ranked as the borough’s 
worst blackspot, with 17 
incidents. 

The figures also show 
there have 18 people killed 
in crashes on routes 
throughout the Black 
Country in that time. 

Transport chief Council¬ 
lor Patrick Harley said: 
“We are aware of people’s 
concerns about the road 
and we are looking into 
measures that can be taken 
if we feel it is appropriate. 

“I would stress though 
that I do not believe this is 
a dangerous road. The 
problem is the drivers.” 


He also insisted there 
was “no chance” of pedes¬ 
trian crossings being 
installed near the Cinder 
Bank island - despite com¬ 
plaints since highways 
chiefs ruled out any work 
being done along the road 
last year. 

Officers say there is too 
much street furniture in 
the area already and more 
could interfere with the 
visibility of drivers and 
pedestrians. 

Financial 

The council has vowed to 
look at the bypass with a 
view to any work being 
done in the next financial 
year - with detailed 
research would be carried 
out first to discover the 
best approach to any 
improvements. 

A report to councillors 
says that members of the 
public had already 
requested speed equip¬ 
ment be installed along the 
road with a view to pre¬ 
venting “boy racers” using 
the bypass.

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NIP hits at 
cutbacks 
for police 

AN MP who led a campaign 
to stop the opening hours of 
Dudley Police Station being 
reduced has hit out at cuts to 
police funding after the con¬ 
troversial plans were 
approved. 

More than 2,500 residents 
and businesses backed a 
petition drawn up by Dudley 
North MP Ian Austin. 

But despite public outcry, 
the plans which will see the 
opening hours of 7am to 
10pm change to 10am to 
6pm, have been approved by 
West Midlands Police. 

The move is part of the 
battle by West Midlands 
Police to save £126 million 
over the next four years. 

It includes the loss of more 
than 2,250 police officers 
and staff posts. 

But Mr Austin said cuts to 
police funding had gone “too 
far”. 

Last month Mr Austin 
invited Assistant Chief Con¬ 
stable Sharon Rowe to visit 
Dudley and meet councillors 
and traders. 

Speaking at the time, Mr 
Austin said: “It feels like the 
town is moving backwards 
rather than forwards. 

“It gives the impression 
Dudley is not worth looking 
after. 

“People are trying to revi¬ 
talise the town, this is not 
going to help,” added Mr 
Austin. 

Warning on 
virus scam 

POLICE are warning people 
to beware of internet fraud¬ 
sters who offer to fix a bogus 
computer virus. 

A recent spate of com¬ 
plaints has been received by 
the West Mercia force, which 
covers the Wyre Forest dis¬ 
trict, about phone calls 
received out of the blue from 
companies warning that 
someone’s computer has a 
virus and they need to access 
their system to fix it. 

“If you get a call like this, 
just hang up immediately,” 
says Ed Roberts from West 
Mercia Police’s hi-tech 
crime unit.

Borough jobs can bounce back, says chief 


DUDLEY’S regeneration chief believes 
the borough can bounce back from the 
latest rise in unemployment. 

New figures show job queues are getting 
longer in Dudley, Kidderminster and 
across the West Midlands. 

In Dudley borough, the Jobseeker’s 
Allowance claimant count had risen by 5.4 
per cent. 

The claimant count increased by 389 to 
10,371 between October and December 
which is above the national rate of 4.1 per 
cent. 

But Councillor Angus Adams said he 


believed the situation will get better. 
Dudley Council is due to start work on a 
multi-million pound project to link Dudley 
Zoo, the Black Country Living Museum 
and Dudley Canal Trust from Tipton Road 
and Castle Hill. 

Encourage 

Councillor Adams said he hoped the 
investment in this area of the town would 
encourage new businesses and invest¬ 
ment. 

“It is grim at the moment but I think it 
will pick up soon. Hopefully with what we 
are doing in Castle Hill will inspire others 


to follow,” he said. Dudley is also pushing 
to be a pilot for shops guru Mary Portas to 
regenerate the high street as the town has 
been listed as the worst in the country 
when it comes to empty shops. 

Meanwhile in Kidderminster and Wyre 
Forest the claimant count was up 171 to 
2,4031, or four per cent. 

The district has been hit hard on the jobs 
front in recent weeks with both carpet 
maker Brintons and luxury boat manufac¬ 
turer Sealine axing more than 200 posts. 
Wyre Forest District Council leader Coun¬ 
cillor John Campion said: “It is very tough 


out there at the moment but we as a 
council are doing all we can to support 
individuals and communities. 

“There are a number of schemes we are 
working on to bring more businesses into 
the area. 

Investing 

“We are also investing in this sector. It is 
a difficult time but we are doing all we can 
to fix it.” 

Unemployment surged by 13,000 
between October and December, giving the 
region a total of 247,000 people out of work 
the Office for National Statistics revealed.

The rulers, protractors and pencil cases 
made in the heart of the Black Country were 
a part of generations of British children’s 
school days.

They were lifted into the enclosure using 
a large crane and two crates. Staff said it 
was a complex process as the crane had to be 
moved very slowly to avoid distressing the 
animals. 

Detailed 

Zoo chief executive Peter Suddock said: 
“We are just over the moon with the new 
girls, they are beautiful. 

Mr Suddock said: “It is wonderful to see 
them in there, and hopefully, within the 
next year we will have a Sumatran male to 
carry on our breeding programme. 

“We are just delighted to have such an 
important and rare species back at the zoo. ” 

The zoo hopes to get a male tiger later 
this year. 

Mr Suddock added: “It is the first time in 
75 years since the zoo opened to the public 
that we have moved more than one big cat 
at the same time into this enclosure.” 

The tigers will remain quarantined 
within their Tecton enclosure for six 
months. 

Keepers were hoping to introduce them to 
visitors this week.

School faces second bill 
as thieves strike again 


A DUDLEY school which had 
already been landed with a 
£140,000 bill by metal thieves now 
faces having to fork out another 
£10,000 after its roof was 
attacked yet again. 

Raiders who climbed on to the roof of 
Jessons CE Primary left a trail of destruc¬ 
tion, ripping off tiles in a desperate search 
for lead. 

But there was no lead left to steal - 
because repeated attacks over the last two 
years led to the school having to carry out 
£140,000 of repairs. 

At the same time, the school decided to 
replace all the lead with a non-metallic 
sealant to deter future thieves. 

“We thought we’d finally got rid of the 
problem,” said headteacher Lucy Griffiths. 

Ripped 

“But now they’ve come back and ripped 
up every single roof joint and ripped off tiles. 
You’d have thought that, after not finding 
lead in the first few, they’d have left - but 
they just carried on. It is soul destroying.” 

The latest attack was discovered after a 
contractor working on another roof nearby 
spotted the destruction in School Street. 

“It’s all the more annoying because we 
haven’t got any lead on the roof any more. 
We had it all replaced in the summer because 
of previous lead thefts,” added Mrs Grif¬ 
fiths, who has been head of the school for 19 
years. 

“We didn’t think about an attempt to steal 
lead from the roof because we haven’t got 
any left and thought we wouldn’t have that 
problem any more. It’s more money we 
would much rather spend on our pupils.”

NHS care will suffer 
if changes go ahead 


IF MR Cameron has his way, under proposed changes to the 
NHS, hospitals such as Russells Hall, will be allowed to earn 
up nearly 50 percent of their income from private patients. 

In reality this means that cash strapped hospitals enter¬ 
ing the market place, will compete with each other for pri¬ 
vate patients. The number of NHS beds will be reduced, as 
hospitals search for profit. Pandering to the incentive of 
“going private” will involve the opportunity to jump NHS 
waiting lists. Those hospitals unable to raise sufficient rev¬ 
enue would face closure. 

Already, Russells Hall is in crisis situation over a reduced 
capacity in maternity beds. Prospective mothers have been 
booked to have their babies in other hospitals. 

A spokesperson for Russells Hall, has said the feasibility 
of increasing capacity is being looked into. If the study does 
lead to an increase in beds and Mr Cameron’s plans are 
allowed to become law, the increased capacity may well be 
over run by newly privatised sector patients.

Former bus driver stops 
to remember his routes 


A £7 MILLION scheme that 
has changed Stourbridge 
Bus Station beyond recog¬ 
nition has rekindled memo¬ 
ries of the old site for one 
long-time worker. 

Bryan Bush started out as a 
driver in 1962 and worked there and 
its neighbouring garage until 1985. 

The 73-year-old, of Maypole 
Drive, Stourbridge, says while 
nothing now remains of either the 
original station or garage he still 
has fond memories of both and the 
people who worked there. 

Redevelopment of the Foster 
Street East site will create a bus 
interchange with a new concourse 
and subway link but Mr Bush says 
things had been very different when 
he started working there. 

The station had been split in two 
with the old railway station, which 
was then the main line, at the centre 
of the site. But the big difference 
was that opposite the station stood 
a garage where the buses were 
stored and maintained. The vehi-

cles also used to leave this site to 
begin their daily journeys. 

That is now occupied by the Mer¬ 
cedes Benz dealership but at one 
time it was one of the biggest 
employers in the town with around 
200 staff working there. 

Mr Bush later became an acting 
inspector and then a union chair¬ 
man and finally a liaison officer. 

“The garage was a bustle of activ¬ 
ity in those days as buses continu¬ 
ally left and entered the site while 
on their journeys,” he says. 

“We had vehicles going out to all 
areas such as Worcester, Ludlow 
and Kidderminster along with the 
closer destinations such as Cradley 
Heath and outlying parts of Stour¬ 
bridge. 

“I worked there until 1985 when 
the garage was finally closed. It was 
a shame as it was a great place to 


work and at the time a lot of people 
were employed there.” 

Mr Bush says staff were a close 
knit team and went on social 
events, including fishing trips. 

The garage was demolished soon 
after its closure on January 26, 
1985, marking the end of an era. 

Staff gathered for one last photo¬ 
graph of their final day before they 
were transferred to depots in 
Hartshill, Dudley and Quinton as 
part of West Midlands Travel’s 
rationalisation plans. But Mr Bush 
says many keep in touch and meet 
for regular reunions. 

The replacement, built to bring 
the split station together, cost 
£147,000, was demolished last year. 

“The recent work at the site is the 
second major change I can remem¬ 
ber happening at the station,” says 
Mr Bush, who worked on the buses 
for nearly 40 years. 

“However, I am sure there will be 
people who continue to think fondly 
of the old station and before that 
the garage.”

THE West Midlands Fire Authority 
chairman has hit out at cam¬ 
paigners behind a legal bid to 
save Halesowen Fire Station. 

Controversial plans to shut the station 
and axe one of two 24-hour crews serving the 
area were approved by the authority in 
November last year. 

But a legal fight to overturn the closure 
and fire crew plans has now been kick- 
started with campaigners raising £10,000 in 
an attempt to have a judicial review held 
into the decision. 

Halesowen Fire Station, in Hagley Road, 
is set to close on March 31 with a new station 
built at an as-yet undecided location. 

Unnecessary 

But Sandwell Councillor John Edwards, 
chairman of the fire authority, says a judicial 
review could cause a delay to proposals for 
the replacement covering Halesowen and 
Cradley Heath. 

Two consultation events will be held in 
March when artist impressions of the new 
base will go on display. 

But Councillor Edwards said if the review 
went ahead it could: “cause unnecessary 
delay and expense which would be bad news 
for everyone”. 

He added: “We are keen to move as 
quickly as possible to provide a brand new 
community fire station to cover people in 
the Halesowen and Cradley Heath areas. 

“I also want to provide certainty for our 
firefighters and station staff.”

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NHS shake-up could see 
closure of headquarters 


NHS headquarters in Dudley and 
Walsall could close with staff moved 
to other parts of the Black Country 
under a shake-up of services. 

Hundreds of staff would be moved to 
bases in Sandwell and Wolverhampton as 
part of the re-organisation of primary care 
trusts in the region. 

St John’s House, which is the main offices 
for NHS Dudley in Union Street, and NHS 
Walsall’s headquarters Jubilee House, 
Bloxwich Lane, could fully or partly shut, 
affecting 550 positions. 

The jobs would be relocated to Sandwell 
Primary Care Trust’s Kingston House head¬ 
quarters,West Bromwich High Street and 
Wolverhampton City PCT’s base, Coniston 
House, Chapel Ash. 

Structure 

All four primary care trusts were brought 
under a single senior management struc¬ 
ture called the Black Country Cluster last 
April. Health service bosses said lower 
numbers of staff have been occupying all 
four buildings due to changes being intro¬ 
duced as the proposed NHS reforms gather 
pace. 

They said that in some cases staff are now 
working across a number of locations - 
leading to a review of the office space cur¬ 
rently used. Black Country Cluster chief 
executive Rob Bacon said the body was car¬ 
rying out a comprehensive review before 
changes expected in April 2013. 

“No final decision has been taken and 
further detailed work still needs to be 
carried out,” he said.

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Asda is accused of bully 
boy tactics in plans row 


ASDA has been accused of trying 
to “blow apart” the democratic 
process by launching a planning 
appeal even before councillors 
had made a decision on a pro¬ 
posed store in Kidderminster. 

There are also concerns the proposal by 
Asda to develop a site in the town could 
cause major traffic delays. 

Wyre Forest District Council’s planning 
committee last week decided it was 
“minded” to follow its officers recommenda¬ 
tion to refuse Asda’s proposal for Church- 
fields, on the edge of Kidderminster town 
centre. 

But, technically, the authority could not 
refuse the plans because Asda has already 
lodged an appeal to planning inspectors in 
Bristol, claiming the council was taking too 
long in its decision. 

Planning officers say they do not think 
Asda gave enough thought to locating the 
store, which would create 370 jobs, in the 
Eastern Gateway area, possibly on the site 
of the Wyre Forest Glades Leisure Centre. 

They also agreed the plan, which would 
cover part of the former Tomkinson’s carpet 
factory and would include a new dual car¬ 
riageway from the A456 to Churchfields, 
should be refused. 

Councillor Mrs Fran Oborski said she had 
been “horrified” when she heard Asda had 
appealed before the committee even reached 
its decision. 

“For this US-owned store to come and 
blow apart the democratic process - saying 
they don’t care about our master plan for 
Churchfields or the Eastern Gateway - is 
bully boy tactics,” she added.

A COUNCIL-RUN outdoor gym in 
the Black Country has set a tough 
target for couch potatoes-just to 
get there. 

The equipment in Mary Stevens Park in 
Stourbridge encourages people to take more 
physical exercise. 

But for some the workout starts before 
they even reach the park due to signs which 
underestimate the time it takes to arrive. 

Six cast-iron signposts have been erected 
in the surrounding areas. But the sign at one 
park entrance says the fitness centre is just 
a one-minute walk away. 

In fact, it would take an averagely-fit 
person almost three minutes to reach it. 

Known as the “healthy hub”, it is one of 
five launched by Dudley Council with the 
aim of increasing fitness among residents as 
part of the government’s Healthy Towns ini¬ 
tiative. 

Junction 

One signpost in Love Lane, close to the 
junction with Corser Street - indicates the 
“healthy hub” is just a one minute stroll 
across the park. 

But Linda Powell, aged 55, of nearby Oak- 
leigh Road, said: “When I first saw the sign, 
I thought it didn’t seem possible to walk it in 
a minute - so I timed it. 

“I made a brisk descent of a flight of steps, 
and then a steep grassy bank and it took me 
2mins 48 secs to reach the hub.” 

Councillor David Stanley, Dudley 
Council’s, said: the times were based on an 
average pace. The signposts are an eye¬ 
catching and informative way of encourag¬ 
ing more walking.

A NEW round-the-clock A&E service for 
sick pets has been launched in the West Mid¬ 
lands, creating six jobs. 

Manor Vets, which has four centres across 
the region, has taken on three vets and three 
veterinary nurses for the hospital service 
launch at its Halesowen surgery. 

The service was launched at the Kent 
Road base on February 20. 

The business, founded more than 110 
years ago, also has branches in Cradley 
Heath, Edgbaston and Northfield and the 
new recruits bring the total workforce to 64. 
Forty of the workers are in Halesowen. 

Darran Jannings, senior vet, said: “This

and start necessary treatment. 

“In addition sick pets in our hospital get 
uninterrupted care around the clock with 
regular reports back to worried owners. 

“If that means operating at 3.30am, then 
we’ll do it, exactly as you’d expect if a 
patient was rushed to A&E after an accident 
or sudden illness.” 

Mr Jannings said 24-hour opening was a 
development the practice’s management 
team had wanted to introduce for some 
time. 

For an advanced practice of our size and 
reputation a truly 24-hour service was the 
next logical step forward in pet care, said Mr 
Jannings. 


Landlord lets it slide 


A LANDLORD has been left 
stunned after council officials 
suggested he apply for per¬ 
mission to build a permanent 
slide at his pub - just months 
after he took one down due to 
a dispute. 

John Coombes called time on the 9ft 
slide at The Summerhouse, Gospel 
End Road, Sedgley, in October after 
temporary planning permission 
expired. 

He now plans to install an inflatable 
slide at the pub for over the spring and 
summer - which does not need permis¬ 
sion on condition it is deflated at the 
end of each day. But Mr Coombes 
decided to write to South Staffordshire 


Council to tell the authority of his 
plans as a courtesy and to confirm it 
would not flout any regulations. 

He received a letter from the author¬ 
ity confirming permission was not 
needed for the inflatable slide - but was 
shocked after officers recommended he 
re-apply for a permanent one. 

Expired 

Mr Coombes reluctantly decided to 
take down the original slide after tem¬ 
porary permission expired at a cost of 
more than £5,000. 

Although he could have re-applied 
for permission he did not have the 
resources to begin the planning 
process all over again. Mr Coombes had 
battled for years to keep the slide, 
which was popular with youngsters, 


after neighbours complained about the 
level of noise and the time it was being 
used. He said: “After everything we 
went through with the slide I just could 
not believe it when I received a 
response from the council recommend¬ 
ing we apply for a permanent one. 

“I immediately sent an email back 
saying whoever sent the email obvi¬ 
ously did not know the background to 
all this. In fairness we have seen the 
funny side but it is frustrating as well. ” 

South Staffordshire Council 
spokesman Jamie Angus said, Mr 
Coombes has informed us of his plans 
to put up an inflatable slide and in our 
response we simply reminded him that 
he could still apply for permanent per¬ 
mission if he wanted to.

Regular users of the country park were 
left fuming after the authority increased a 
day’s parking at Baggeridge from £1.40 to 
£2.50. An hour’s parking rate has also been 
introduced at £1.50. 

Mr Coombes said: “The response to the 
pub allowing its car park to be used has been 
incredible with many visitors choosing to 
park here instead of at Baggeridge,” he said. 
Mr Coombes said people did not have to visit 
the pub to use the car park but admitted 
there had been a rise in trade. 

But South Staffordshire Council said vis¬ 
itors were still using the car park. 

Spokesman Jamie Angus said: “The park 
is as popular as ever and we have seen a rise 
in people taking up our offer on season 
passes.”

FIRE crews are using a Land Rover 
to deal with minor blazes in the 
Dudley area for the first time as part 
of a new trial. 

The Land Rover Sport response 
vehicle will be sent to call outs such 
as grass and rubbish fires instead of 
a traditional fire engine. 

It is based at Dudley Fire Station 
and is fitted with a range of equip¬ 


ment. Bosses said the move would 
slash costs as the service is forced to 
find savings up to £30 million by 
2014 due to Government cuts. 

When fully kitted out, the models 
are thought to be worth more than 
£80,000. West Midlands Fire Service 
Assistant Chief Fire Officer, Phil 
Loach said data would be evaluated 
at the end of the trial. 


CONSTRUCTION of a Tesco in Stour¬ 
bridge will begin in the summer. 
Preparatory work has started to 
transform the Crown Centre into the 
supermarket development. 

The nearby Bell Street Car Park closed 
last week and will be demolished in April to 
make way for the new development. 

Tesco bosses said work on the supermar¬ 
ket was due to begin in the summer and it is 
then expected to take shape quickly 

An exact start date has yet to be finalised 
but officials said residents would be able to 
see the building taking shape by December. 

The new store, which has been described 
as the most significant regeneration devel¬ 
opment in Stourbridge for decades, is 
expected to create 400 jobs when it opens. 

Alongside the store, there will also be a 
543-space car park created as part of the 
new development. 

Negotiations 

Tesco officially took over the site in 
January after months of negotiations with 
Dudley Council to get the project off the 
ground.Parts of the centre have now been 
sealed off to the public in preparation for the 
work to begin with only a single entrance 
through the site now open. 

Developer Bowmer and Kirkland has 
taken over former shop units and work has 
started to remove the centre’s mosaic. 

Tesco spokesman Jonathan Simpson said: 
“Construction work on the new develop¬ 
ment will begin in the summer. Residents 
will be able to see the new building coming 
out of the ground from December onwards.”

THE WAY I SEE IT 

Hard-hit families and jobless 
youths both need so utions 


Dudley North Labour

DAYS like Friday are 
the reason I love this 
job. 

I spent the afternoon at 
Priory Boxing Club, a fan¬ 
tastic facility right in the 
heart of the community. 

It takes kids off the 
streets, keeps them fit and 
teaches them the impor¬ 
tance of hard work and dis¬ 
cipline. It’s produced 
schoolboy champions, 
Golden Gloves champions 
and even English Champi¬ 
ons. 

So popular is the club it 
has a waiting list of more 
than 100 young boxers. 

Paul Gough, the brilliant 
manager of the club, first 
approached me seven years 
ago. He runs it on a volun¬ 
tary basis and wanted my 
help in getting money to 
double the size of the gym. 

I promised people on the 
Priory I’d do all I could to 
help, and set about lobbying 
the Lottery, Sport England, 
Government Ministers and 
anyone we thought could 
help. 

Eventually, after five 
years of hard work we 
received some brilliant news 
- Sport England decided to 
award the club £50,000. On 
Friday they presented the 
cheque to the Club. 

Work will be getting 


under way soon and the size 
of the gym will be doubled, 
the facilities will be updated 
and it will now be able to 
open its door to 100 more 
local youngsters. 

The money comes from 
the Olympic Legacy scheme 
which aims to make sure 
the Olympics in London this 
Summer are the spring¬ 
board for the development of 
top-class athletes across the 
board. 

Now the boxing club can 
go from strength to strength 
and we’ll have the chance to 
produce our own champion. 

Who knows? In a decade 
we could be celebrating an 
Olympic gold from a boxer 
brought up in Dudley and 
trained at Priory Boxing 
Club. 

Unemployment 

The latest round of unem¬ 


ployment statistics were 
released last week. 

They make grim reading 
for us in Dudley. The 
national picture remains 
bleak too. Total unemploy¬ 
ment now stands at £2.67 
million, up 40,000 on the 
last quarter. 

Most alarmingly, here in 
Dudley long-term youth 
unemployment has more 
than doubled in the last 12 
months. More than 1,000 
16-24-year-olds have now 
been out of work in the bor¬ 
ough for more than a year. 

These figures confirm 
what people in Dudley 
already know - the Govern¬ 
ment is creating a jobless 
generation,. 

One of the reasons we’ve 
got families in which gener¬ 
ations have never worked is 
because so many young peo¬ 


ple lost their jobs when we 
lost so many industrial jobs 
in the 1980s and the govern¬ 
ment is in danger of making 
the same mistake. 

That’s why we need 
urgent action. But all the 
evidence suggests the Gov¬ 
ernment hasn’t woken up to 
the scale of the problem. 

Why else would they take 
so long to replace the suc¬ 
cessful Future Jobs Fund? 
What we need is a plan for 
jobs and growth. So let’s 
start with repeating the 
bank bonus tax to fund tens 
of thousands of jobs for 
young people. 

Tax credit 

Changes to tax credits 
coming into effect in April 
mean 1,175 local hard-work¬ 
ing families stand to lose 
nearly £4,000. 

You can get tax credits 
worth up to £1,920 a year if 
you’re responsible for at 
least one child and work at 
least 16 hours a week. Fam¬ 
ilies with more kids get 
more. 

But the government has 
raised that to 24 hours and 
hundreds of local families 
will be worse off. 

When the cost of food and 
fuel bills are rising, the Gov¬ 
ernment should be doing all 
it can to help working fami¬ 
lies.

Transformation that will 


be right up your street 


Forget Coronation Street-style dingy back yards and dark 
alleyways. The RHS is now calling on communities to put colour 
into their back street walkways, Hannah Stephenson reports 


Urban alleyways in this 
country have often been seen 
as threatening places - dark, 
lined with brick walls or 
fences, with no colour and 
plenty of possibilities for 
crime. 

Yet in certain areas green-fingered 
residents have made their alleyways a 
sight to behold, filled with plants 
which create a riot of colour and a 
heart-warming atmosphere, as far 
away from graffiti-land as you can get. 

The Royal Horticultural Society 
(RHS) is now calling on communities 
to transform unsightly, neglected 
alleyways into green havens, champi¬ 
oning the findings of a recent RHS 
report that shows the significant 
impact this sort of revival has on com¬ 
munities. 

A survey of 231 gardening groups 
found neglected areas were often prob¬ 
lematic because of crime and fear of 
crime. Disused alleyways were a par¬ 
ticular concern because they’re a 
perfect access route for burglars. 

Many councils run schemes to gate 
off problem alleyways and the impact 
this has had on crime has been signifi¬ 
cant in cities like Cardiff, Bristol and 
Manchester. 

According to the RHS report, in one 
Manchester street, 50 properties 


backed on to a four-way passage and 
were prone to burglary. It was gated off 
and residents planted it up, turning 
what was once a crime-ridden grot- 
spot into a flourishing community 
haven where residents hold events and 
children play. 

“A lot of groups that have renovated 
disused spaces like alleyways which 
have been prone to vandalism and 
anti-social behaviour have reported 
that vandals sometimes continue but 
this is extremely short-lived,” says 
Stephanie Eynon, RHS community 
horticulture manager. 

“If they steal planters, do graffiti or 
whatever, they soon notice that the 
planters are put back and the graffiti is 
removed - not by the council, but by 
residents. These once disused areas 
become looked-after, used, lived-in, 
part of the community and vandals are 
put off by the fact there is a strong com¬ 
munity presence. 

“Groups report that vandals don’t 
return. Whether it’s through fear of 
being watched, the fact that there are 
people physically now in these areas is 
off-putting to them.” 

The RHS It’s Your Neighbourhood 
campaign, part of Britain in Bloom, is 
offering advice on planting up neg¬ 
lected spaces like alleyways and also 
providing information on funding. 
There are already more than 1,000 reg¬ 
istered IYN groups. To set up a new

in a limited space. Green wall systems 
lend themselves to the growing of ferns 
which are well suited to a damp, 
shaded alleyway wall. There are plenty 
of products on the market that utilise 
pockets or pouches with in-built irriga¬ 
tion systems. 

• With green wall technology the 
potential for vertical allotments is 
beginning to be realised. An alleyway 
could be taken on by the community 
and be transferred into a vertical allot¬ 
ment. In urban areas this would help 
towards the lack of available allotment 
space. 

• Take into account practical con¬ 
siderations. Speak to neighbours 
before embarking on any structural 
work. Take into consideration the 


Party Wall Act and contact a surveyor 
if in doubt. 

• Most alleyways require some 
degree of access. A good design should 
include a clear flat access path wide 
enough for wheelie bins, disabled 
access or buggies. 

• Many alleyways will have a con¬ 
crete-lined base and will therefore be 
unsuitable for conventional planting. 
Pots, planters and troughs are an ideal 
way of creating a strong design identity 
to the space while providing plenty of 
opportunity for planting. 

• Climbers on funky trellis will also 
add vertical interest. Climbing 
hydrangeas are self clinging and highly 
shade tolerant. 


• Use hanging planters to break up 
long sections of wall. 

• The majority of alleyways are 
shady so experiment with shade toler¬ 
ant plants such as ferns, hakonechloa 
and hostas. 

• A few large specimens will have 
strong impact in a small space so add 
bamboo or hardy palms. 

• Box is shade tolerant so try adding 
some topiary balls or cones for year- 
round elegance. 

• Brighten up dark and dingy areas 
by adding bold coloured pots. White 
will act to lift and lighten the area. 
Paint the walls to make a bold state¬ 
ment, but make sure you have permis¬ 
sion first.

THE CONCEPT of a hybrid 
vehicle is no longer new. We have 
Toyota to thank for the broad 
acceptance of cars that run on 
electric as well as petrol power. 
However, it’s the choice of 
engine that has put some people 
off. 

Petrol power is fine if the fuel is cheap. 
This goes someway to explaining why 
Toyota - and Honda - hybrids have been so 
successful in North America. 

Sadly our ‘special relationship’ has yet to 
extend to convincing our cousins across the 
water that diesel is better. 

And that’s why diesel hybrids have been 
absent from the price lists; the American 
market is the biggest and the most influen¬ 
tial. 

That’s about to change, however, with 
the introduction of Peugeot’s 3008 
Hybrid4. 

Based on a standard 3008, Peugeot has 
connected an electric powertrain to the 
car’s rear wheels. 

In an instant you’ve got an all-wheel 


drive family crossover vehicle, but you’ve 
also got a car that can travel for a mile or so 
on electric power alone. 

In the right conditions it will also pull 
away from rest in electric mode, reducing 
the amount of fuel you use and boosting 
throttle response. 

So how does it all work? In simple terms 
the 3008 Hybrid4 packs a conventional 
four-cylinder diesel motor under its 
bonnet. In this case, it’s Peugeot’s higher- 
output 163 horsepower unit. 

At the back is the aforementioned elec¬ 
tric motor arrangement. This motor can 
deliver up to the equivalent of 37 horse¬ 
power. 

The battery pack is automatically 
charged without the need to plug it in some¬ 
where like with a conventional electric 
vehicle. 

The regenerative process happens when 
you’re off the throttle, and is most obvious 
from the stronger than usual engine 
braking - around town it’s noticeable that 


you need to use the brakes less when coast¬ 
ing to a stop. The two power units’ connec¬ 
tion with the real world is by Peugeot’s 
clutchless manual gearbox. 

This will be a familiar unit to Peugeot 
fans and, while it does have its quirks, with 
the addition of electric power the auto¬ 
mated gear changes feel smoother than in a 
conventional car. 

Out on the road, the 3008 Hybrid4 
behaves almost like a regular 3008. 

The immediate tell-tale sign is when you 
turn the key, as not much happens in the 
noise department. 

Whine 

With the default start-up mode electric, 
it’s possible to pull away with just the 
distant whine of the electric motor. 

If the car detects more power is required, 
the diesel engine fires into life. 

From then on, it’s just like driving a 
diesel-powered 3008, that is until you stop 
as that’s when the engine stops. 

Move off and, if there’s enough battery 
charge, you’ll power away in electric mode 
and start the automatic power-juggling 
cycle again. If there’s one thing the hybrid 
variant does share with its conventional 


3008 cousin, it’s a rotary controller allow¬ 
ing you to change transmission modes. 

To counter the need for a genuinely 
costly all-wheel drive system, Peugeot 
adopted a traction control system dubbed 
Grip Control. The Hybrid4 model goes a 
step further; you can switch between all 
electric (EV), power, auto and 4x4 modes. 

Of course, ‘forcing’ the car into EV mode 
will only last for as long as there’s sufficient 
charge in the battery, which means driving 
gently to achieve the ‘couple of miles’ goal. 

The flipside is the power mode, which 
unleashes everything the 3008 has for 
maximum acceleration and performance, 
while the 4x4 mode engages the rear axle 
for added traction on slippery grass 
and muddy tracks. 

Predictably, leaving the 
car in the auto mode seems 
to work well during 
general driving duties. 

The technical compe¬ 
tence demonstrated by 
the 3008 Hybrid4 is but 
one element of its appeal. 

Peugeot readily admits 
that its focus is on 


company car drivers as, with the base spec¬ 
ification car outputting 99g/km C02, the 
tax benefits will be attractive. Also, there’s 
the ability to offset the full cost of the car 
against company profits in the first year of 
ownership. 

Not bad for a five-seat, 200 horsepower 
high-rise hatchback with the same kit as a 
regular 3008 plus Peugeot’s recently 
improved build quality and premium cabin 
ambience.

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The new Fiat Panda goes on sale this month. There is a choice of three models - Pop, Easy and Lounge 


There are high hopes to 
Fiat's new Panda motor 


THE NEW Fiat Panda range 
will start at less than £9,000 
when it goes on sale at the end 
of the month. 

At £8,900 on the road, the entry-level 
five-door Panda Pop is comparable to its 
rivals. The price will rise to £12,250 for 
a range-topping diesel Lounge model. 
The third, mid-range trim option is 
called Easy. 

There will also be three familiar 
engine choices to begin with, including 
a 69bhp 1.2-litre, the brilliant 0.9-litre 
84bhp TwinAir two-cylinder turbo, and 
a 75bhp 1.3-litre Multi Jet diesel. 

Standard kit on basic Pop models 
includes electric windows, central 
locking, electric power steering, four 


airbags and body-coloured bumpers. 
ESP is not standard, though, and would 
need to be added as an optional extra. 

Upgrading to Easy trim brings 
remote central locking, air condition¬ 
ing, roof rails and a better stereo, while 
finally Lounge receives heated electric 
mirrors, 15-in alloy wheels, front fog 
lamps, body-coloured mirrors, door 
handles and side mouldings. 

Collision 

The options list allows for two more 
airbags to be added, as well as a low- 
speed collision mitigation system that 
brakes the car automatically at less 
than 18.6mph if the forward-facing 
sensors detect an imminent impact. 

Fiat is gunning for results in allowing 


customers to personalise the Panda to a 
very high degree. The options list is 
long, but buyers might find that the 
overall cost can escalate quickly. 

“I’m delighted that we remain highly 
competitive against our key rivals in 
this small car sector,” says Elena 
Bernardelli, marketing director at Fiat 
Group Automobiles UK. 

“We are particularly good value when 
you take into consideration the levels of 
equipment offered in standard specifi¬ 
cation across the range.” 

There are better-equipped cars in the 
price bracket, however, which may have 
more appeal to buyers’ minds. Fiat is 
likely to be hoping that the new Panda’s 
cute styling wins hearts instead.
